Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1966.  This  is  my  second  report  and  my  last,  for  shortly  before 
v/riting  this  I  was  appointed  to  a  post  in  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire. 

The  report  has  changed  again  this  year  for  not  only  has  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  written  his  own  part,  but  sections  have  been 
included  which  have  been  written  by  the  Surveyor  who  is  directly 
responsible  for  refuse  collection  and  the  efficient  running  of  the 
Sewage  Works. 

During  the  year  I  have  read  many  of  the  annual  reports  of 
previous  Medical  Officers  which  I  found  extremely  interesting  and 
full  of  information  about  the  district  and  I  have  included  some 
figures  from  the  earlier  part  of  the  century  to  show  how  much 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

Lymrn  is  now  mainly  a  residential  area  with  very  little 
industry,  though  it  can  boast  of  a  Gold  Beating  Works,  a  Boat  Works 
and  a  mink  farm,  but  it  is  as  a  pleasant  area  in  which  to  live  that 
the  district  is  best  known. 

It  is  within  easy  reach  of  Warrington,  Altrincham  and 
Manchester  and  with  access  to  the  M.6  the  journey  to  places  further 
north  or  south  can  be  accomplished  rapidly.  This  is  a  change  from 
early  in  the  century,  when,  with  a  population  of  only  4>920  the  main 
occupation  in  the  district  was  the  cutting  of  fustian  which  was 
carried  out  in  three  storey  houses,  the  top  floor  consisting  of  a 
long  room  used  as  a  workroom.  It  was  also  about  this  time  that 

salt  manufacture  was  introduced  to  Lyrnm  and  a  second  works  was 
added  in  1913*  There  is  now  no  salt  manufacturing  in  the  district. 

In  1914  Oughtrington  Hall  and  Beechwood  housed  about  120  refugees 
from  Belgium.  In  1926  the  report  noted  that  fustian  cutting  was 

dying  out  and  by  1936  it  was  no  longer  carried  out  in  the  district. 

Before  discussing  the  vital  statistics,  I  would  emphasise 
that  the  figures  are  small  and  not  statistically  significant  though 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  a  steady  improvement  from  the  beginning  of  the 
century.  The  Birth  Rate  has  remained  the  same,  though  the  national 
figures  show  a  slight  fall.  The  percentage  of  births  that  were 
illegitimate  have  kept  low  and  is  less  than  half  the  national  figure. 


The  Stillbirth  Rate  has  remained  the  same,  hut  the  Infant 
Mortality  figure  has  come  down  from  32.46  in  1965  to  a  more  normal 
19«99  which  is  near  the  figure  of  19*0  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  said  to  he  a  sensitive  index  of  social 
conditions  and  to-day  when  two  babies  in  every  100  born  can  be 
expected  to  die  in  their  first  year,  we  can  look  back  60  years  and 
v/onder  what  conditions  were  like  when  it  was  expected  that  13  or  14 
children  in  every  100  born  would  die  in  their  first  year.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  60  years  ago  the  Birth  Rate  was  higher  than 
it  is  to-day. 

The  Death  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year!s,  but  it 
is  similar  to  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  three  main 
causes  of  death  are  the  same  as  those  in  other  areas.  Coronary 
Thrombosis  was  responsible  for  21  deaths,  two  more  than  in  1  963* 

This  disease  is  associated  with  obesity,  lack  of  exercise  and 
cigarette  smoking  and  is  particularly  prevalent  in  middle  aged  men 
of  the  x^rofessional  and  managerial  classes.  The  death  rate  in  the 
last  60  years  has  not  varied  greatly  in  Lymrn  though  in  England  and 
Wales  it  has  reduced  to  nearly  a  third,  but  the  pattern  of  causes  of 
death  have  changed  in  this  century  quite  dramatically.  In  1 906  in 
Lymrn  there  were  7  deaths  from  infectious  diseases,  whooping  cough, 
diphtheria,  typhoid  and  diarrhoea  (4)  and  10  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 
In  1965  and  1966  there  was  one  death  from  infectious  disease  and  no 
deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

Bronchitis  has  claimed  a  steady  toll  each  year  despite 
advances  in  treatment.  It  is  rightfully  called  "The  English  Disease 
and  is  another  disease  closely  associated  with  cigarette  smoking. 

Only  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  during 
the  year,  but  there  was  a  steeiD  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  food 
poisoning,  only  a  few  of  these  being  confirmed  by  laboratory  diagnosis 
There  was  no  epidemic  of  food  poisoning  and  no  food  establishment  in 
the  district  was  associated  with  any  of  the  cases. 

The  rate  of  house  building  continued  at  a  brisk  pace  in  the 
district  during  the  year  as  did  improvement  of  older  dwellings. 

The  population  is  increasing  steadily  and  the  services  of  the  local 
authorities  will  need  to  grow  proportionately  to  meet  the  needs  that 
will  arise. 


I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
and  encouragement  shown  "by  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  the  Members  of  the 
Council  in  the  last  two  years  and  finally  to  thank  most  sincerely 
Mr,  Sucksmith  and  Mrs,  Sidley  for  their  constant  guidance  and 


support.

At  the  beginning  of  the  century  Lymm  had  a  high  birth  rate 
which  dropped  to  quite  a  low  level  in  the  twenties  and  thirties  and 
then  rose  steadily.  The  rise  and  fall  of  the  birth  rate  shows  a 
similar  trend  to  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  but  with  the  influx 
of  younger  couples  to  the  area  in  the  last  few  years,  the  birth  rate 
has  been  slightly  above  the  national  rate.

There  has  been  a  marked  drop  in  the  infant  mortality  rate 
from  the  beginning  of  the  century  and  the  fall  continues  though  at  a 
much  slower  pace.  The  rates  for  Lymm  also  show  a  steady  fall  though 
the  figures  are  small  and  likely  to  fluctuate  as  is  clearly  demonstrated 
by  comparing  the  rate  of  32.46  for  1 965  with  the  rate  of  19*9  for  1966. 


In  1906  when  16  infants  died,  the  infant  mortality  rate  was 
132  and  the  national  average  for  that  decade  was  128.  The  following 
comments  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Lymm,  Dr.  Edward  Meyer 
DeJong  in  his  excellent  annual  report  for  that  year  arrested  my 
attention. 


”0f  the  1  6  deaths,  4  were  of  infants  under  1  week  old, 
prematurely  born  or  suffering  from  congenital  defects,  4  were  from 
diarrhoea,  4  were  from  respiratory  diseases  and  1  from  erysipelas. 
Although  16  is  a  higher  figure  than  we  have  had  here  for  some  years 
the  deaths  are  not  such  for  the  most  part  as  would  be  directly  and 
especially  due  to  bad  feeding  or  want  of  hygienic  care,  but  such  as 
might  happen  to  healthy  children  however  well  fed  and  tended.” 
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With  the  rise  in  standards  of  hygiene  and  infant  care  that 
statement  hy  Dr.  Meyer  DeJong  would  "be  quite  unacceptable  to-day.

It  can  be  seen  from  the  table  giving  causes  of  death  that 

Cancer  in  one  form  or  another  was  responsible  for  22  deaths* 

Coronary  Thrombosis  for  21,  and  Cerebral  Vascular  diseases  for  17* 

These  three  diseases  accounted  for  almost  two  thirds  of  all  deaths 
in  the  district.  There  were  no  deaths  in  the  age  group  1-25 
years  and  only  one  death  between  25  -  35*  54/£  of  all  persons  who 

died  were  over  the  age  of  75*  When  the  death  rates  for  the  district 
are  compared  with  the  national  figures  over  the  years,  they  are  seen 
to  be  lower  or  the  same,  but  the  causes  of  death  and  age  groupings 
have  changed*  Deaths  from  diseases  of  the  chest  such  as  Tuberculosis 
and  Pneumonia  are  nov/  insignificant  compared  with  the  figures  o  arlier 
in  the  century*  In  1914  two  persons  died  of  appendicitis  and  a  year 

seldom  passed  without  a  child  dying  of  one  of  the  common  infectious 

diseases  such  as  measles,  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 
Scarlet  fever  and  erysipelas  seemed  to  be  especially  feared  in  the 
first  three  decades  of  the  century,  but  the  causative  organism  has 
gradually  lost  its  virulence  and  with  the  introduction  of  antibiotics 
these  diseases  are  no  longer  feared  as  they  were  in  1900,  In  that 
year  there  was  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  cottages  at 
Massey  Brook  were  bought  by  the  Council,  repaired  and  altered  for  use 
as  an  isolation  hospital.  The  isolation  hospital  was  finally  closed 
in  1925*  The  building  itself  is  still  there,  but  it  has  been  used 
for  other  purposes.  This  was  not  the  first  time  that  cottages  in 
Lyrnm  had  been  used  as  an  isolation  hospital  as  an  extract  from  the 
’’Sanitary  Record”  of  15th  May,  1893  states:- 

”An  extraordinary  scene,  and  one  there  is  no  wish  to  have 
repeated  was  recently  witnessed  at  Lymm,  Cheshire.  It  appears  that 
during  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  November  last,  some  empty  cottages 
in  Booths  Hill  were  utilised  for  a  temporary  hospital.  The 
arrangement,  naturally  enough,  did  not  meet  the  approval  of  the 
neighbouring  residents,  and  it  having  now  become  known  that  there  had 
been  two  cases  of  smallpox  imported  into  the  town  from  Warrington,  it 
was  at  once  surmised  that  the  services  of  the  r temporary1  hospital 
would  again  be  roquisi tioned.  Protest  preceded  fear,  and  fear  grew 
into  excitment  so  general  that  crowds  paraded  the  streets,  declaring 
that  they  would  resist  any  attempt  of  the ambulance  party  to  reach  the 
hospital.  Effigies  of  a  smallpox  patient  and  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Mid-Cheshire  were  carried  mast  high  by  the 
excited  throng,  and  finally  burned.” 
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There  is  a  lady  resident  in  Lymm  still  alive  who  witnessed 
this  demonstration  more  than  70  years  ago. 

I  wonder  how  the  residents  of  to-day  would  react  to  a 
similar  situation. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  following  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the 

year:- 


Measles  44 
Food  poisoning  24 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  1 
Pneumonia  1 
Tuberculosis  1 


As  I  prophesied  in  the  report  for  1965  the  number  of  cases 
of  Measles  dropped  by  almost  a  half.  The  cases  of  food  poisoning 
occurred  mainly  in  the  months  of  June  -  September  and  were  all 
isolated  cases,  some  confirmed  by  the  laboratory.  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  is  under  review  for  the 
notification  of  some  of  them  is  of  little  value  other  than  for 
statistical  purposes  and  some  diseases  have  in  the  past  few  years 
gained  importance*  Brucellosis  (Undulant  Fever)  and  Infective 
Hepatitis  are  two  diseases  which  I  feel  ought  to  be  notifiable. 

Brucellosis  is  a  disease  common  in  dairy  cattle  and  the 
bacteria  can  be  transferred  via  milk  to  persons  who  drink  it 
unpasteurized,  I  feel  that  the  public  are  unaware  that  milk, 
though  it  is  tuberculin  tested  and  therefore  free  from  tuberculosis 
can  still  bo  a  carrier  of  other  infectious  diseases  if  not 
pasteurized.  Brucellosis  is  often  difficult  to  diagnose  in 
humans  and  frequently  becomes  a  chronic  aad  debilitating  illness. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  report  on  this  service  which  has  given  rise  to  adverse 
comment  during  the  year  is  attached  to  this  report.  In  1906 
household  refuse  was  deposited  in  ashpits  which  were  usually  emptied 
every  one  or  two  months. 
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Notices  were  posted  on  the  ashpits  informing  residents  of 
articles  which  ought  not  to  he  placed  there.  In  1914  there  were 
750  privies  and  ashpits  combined,  400  dry  ashpits,  and  only  100 
dustbins.  By  1936  there  were  1,600  bins  and  140  ashpits. 

The  work  of  a  refuse  collector  is  still  arduous  and  dirty 
and  so  recruitment  to  this  essential  service  is  difficult.  If  an 
adequate  service  is  to  be  maintained  then  a  more  efficient  and  clean 
method  of  refuse  collection  will  need  to  be  instituted. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Lymm  is  fortunate  in  having  a  plentiful  water  supply  which 
was  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Council  until  1961  when  it  was 
taken  over  by  the  County  Borough  of  Warrington.  The  v/ater  comes 
from  deep  boreholes  and  is  very  hard  before  it  goes  through  a 
softening  process.  All  the  water  is  chlorinated  and  all  samples 
examined  bacteriologically  and  chemically  during  the  year  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 


LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 

Tiie  local  health  authority  in  the  area  is  Cheshire  County 
Council  and  the  services  provided  are  detailed  in  the  report  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

General  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  at  Warrington 
and  Altrincham  while  a  few  cases  of  a  special  nature  are  admitted 
to  hospitals  in  Manchester.  Lymm  is  in  the  area  served  by  the 
Liverpool  Region  Hospital  Board. 


LABORATORY  SERVICES 

An  efficient  and  helpful  service  is  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Manchester.  Specimens  are  collected  daily 
from  Altrincham  or  sent  by  post  in  suitable  containers.

I  have  been  requested  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
submit  an  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966  on  refuse  collection  and 
disposal. 

During  this  period  considerable  difficulties  were 
experienced  due  to  the  condition  of  the  refuse  vehicle  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  workmen.  These  difficulties  only 
allowed  the  collection  to  be  made  every  8/1  0  days,  which  was  far 
from  satisfactory,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  a  weekly  collection 
is  the  minimum  standard  which  should  be  aimed  at. 

Tipping  is  at  present  taking  place  on  the  disused  Statham 
Sewage  Farm*

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report,  including 
all  statistics  for  the  period  1st  January,  19 66  to  31st  December, 
1966* 

The  work  of  improving  the  housing  conditions  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  area  steadily  continues  and  up  to  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  188  houses  have  been  demolished  within  the 
district  from  the  date  that  the  Council  embarked  on  a  Slum 
Clearance  programme. 

During  the  year  five  houses  wore  repaired  by  reason  of 
notices  served  and  seventeen  standard  grants  were  given  for  the 
provision  of  standard  amenities,  bringing  the  total  figure  of 
standard  grants  approved  to  1  24« 

In  the  field  of  housing,  I  think  the  Council  are  to  be 
commended  in  that  not  only  have  they  carried  out  the  work  of 
demolition  and  improvement  referred  to  above,  but  have  also  erected 
Council  Houses  quickly  enough  to  enable  the  slum  clearance  programme 
to  proceed  at  the  pace  at  which  it  has. 

There  have  been  no  particular  problems  during  the  year,  but 
I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  unreasonable  amounts  of  litter 
that  are  left  in  the  Village  and  around  the  Dam,  particularly  at 
weekends.  This  costs  considerable  money  to  clear  and  uses  up 
manpower  which  could  well  be  diverted  to  more  profitable 
occupations.  The  public  could  without  doubt  help  a  great  deal 
more  with  this  problem  than  they  do  at  the  present. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their 
support  during  the  year  and  Mrs.  I.  Sidley  for  still  another  year 
of  conscientious  work.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Surveyors  Department  is  responsible  for  this  service 
and  has  in  fact  reported  earlier  on  these  matters. 

The  ideal  in  refuse  collection  is  a  weekly  collection  or 
less,  but  that  has  not  been  possible  owing  to  labour  shortage  and 
I  do  know  that  the  Surveyor  is  always  endeavouring  to  improve  this 
vitally  important  service. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  on  the  controlled  tipping  method, 
but  again  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  mechanical  equipment  it 
is  not  controlled  in  accordance  with  accepted  practices.  This 
again  will  be  remedied  as  soon  as  it  is  possible. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


During  the  year  five  houses  which  were  on  pail  closets 
had  Closing  Orders  put  on  them#  This  now  "brings  the  number  of 
existing  pail  closets  in  the  v/hole  area  to  nine,  which  is  very 
commendable  considering  the  rural  character  of  the  area#

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  is  almost  completed.  The 
type  of  cottage  that  was  falling  into  disrepair  and  inevitably 
becoming  Slum  Clearance  Property,  is  now  much  sought  after  and 
when  purchased  is  renovated,  either  with  or  without  grant  aid  and 
thus  the  necessity  of  taking  Housing  Act  action  becomes  unnecessary.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  work  carried  out 
in  the  Sale  and  Lymm  Division  during  the  year  1966. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  staff  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  we 
were  short  of  our  establishment  of  health  visitors.  Early  in  the  year  Miss 
Cottrell  left  to  take  up  another  post  in  London  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs. 

Wildig  at  headway  Clinic.  Later  in  the  year  we  were  shocked  by  the  tragic 
death  of  Mrs.  Holmes,  a  health  visitor  who  had  given  many  years  of  devoted 
service  to  families  in  the  Sale  area  where  her  kindness  and  understanding  was 
renowned.  Miss  Scarborough  replaced  Mrs.  Holmes  and  worked  for  a  short  time 
with  Mrs.  Heywood  who  announced  that  she  intended  to  retire  early  in  1967. 

Mrs.  Heywood  is  another  health  visitor  with  a  long  history  of  valuable  service 
in  Sale  where  she  has  her  home  and  I  hope  she  enjoys  a  long  and  nappy  retirement 
which  her  hard  work  has  earned  her.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  also  lost  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Powell  and  Mrs.  Harrison  who  left  to  have  babies  and  we  hope 
that  they  will  return  to  duty  in  the  future  and  continue  with  their  work. 

Though  we  have  four  purpose-built  clinics  in  Sale  we  are  less  fortunate 
in  Lymm  where  Eagle  Brow  looks  like  being  the  main  clinic  for  at  least  2-3 
years  yet  and  the  clinic  at  Heatley  is  held  in  a  Methodist  Church.  I  feel  that 
a ’Mini  clinic*’  will  need  to  be  built  there  in  the  future  because  of  the  housing 
development  in  the  area.  Once  again  I  must  comment  on  the  work  done  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Sale  and  Lymm  Child  Welfare  Voluntary  Committees  who  permit  the 
health  visitors  to  concentrate  on  talking  to  the  mothers  by  releasing  them  from 
many  duties  at  clinics.  Their  work  is  most  appreciated  by  all  the  divisional 
staff. 


In  April  we  saw  the  start  of  a  weekly  cervical  cytology  clinic  in  Chapel 
Road  and  we  started  a  similar  clinic  fortnightly  at  Bodmin  Road  in  July  because 
of  a  lengthy  waiting  list.  At  the  end  of  the  year  plans  were  laid  to  start 
another  clinic  fortnightly  in  Lymm  in  February  1967,  At  the  time  of  writing 
there  is  a  very  short  waiting  list  for  cervical  cytology.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  the  women  who  have  not  attended  to  have  a  cervical  smear  taken  are  those 
in  whom  carcinoma  of  cervix  is  most  likely  to  develop. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  obtained  the  services  of  a  doctor  who  was 
willing  and  had  time  to  work  in  Health  Advisory  Clinics  for  the  Elderly  and 
these  started  in  February  1967.  The  response  has  been  good  but  I  feel  that 
when  evaluation  of  the  findings  at  this  clinic  have  been  carried  out  there  will 
need  to  be  some  modifications  to  the  examination  and  new  methods  found  of 
getting  elderly  persons  in  greatest  need  along  to  the  clinic.  Defects  found  at 
the  clinic  have  been  mainly  of  vision  and  hearing  as  expected. 
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A  survey  of  the  physically  handicapped  adults  was  again  done  at  the  end 
of  the  year  and  though  the  numbers  who  would  benefit  from  a  club  are  small 
I  feel  that  there  is  a  nucleis  with  which  to  make  a  start  and  I  hope  that 
in  the  next  annual  report  there  will  be  a  section  on  the  club  for  the  physically 
handicapped. 

As  in  last  year’s  report  I  feel  I  must  again  mention  the  crisis  that 
arises  in  finding  accommodation  for  the  elderly  in  hospital  and  welfare  homes. 
There  seems  to  be  no  improvement  in  the  situation;  in  fact,  it  appears  to 
worsen  each  year.  Much  will  have  to  be  done  by  way  of  special  housing  for  the 
elderly  and  increasing  the  hospital  and  welfare  accommodation  if  only  to  keep 
pace  with  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the  community  and  services 
to  the  elderly  in  their  homes  will  undoubtedly  expand.  There  are  differences  of 
opinion  on  the  best  type  of  accommodation  for  elderly  persons  but  personally  I 
have  been  impressed  by  the  Roebuck  Lane  development  in  Sale. 

I  would  again  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  comprehensive  report  on 
the  Mental  Welfare  Service  in  the  area  which  was  supplied  by  the  Area  Mental 
Welfare  Officer. 

As  I  near  the  end  of  this  report  I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman 
and  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  your  help  and  encouragement  during  the 
year  and  in  particular  I  would  thank  Mr.  Bertram  Finch  for  his  unfailing 
guidance  and  Mr.  Willson  who  manages  to  deal  efficiently  with  more  work 
every  year.

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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

(a)  Ante-natal  Clinics 

Attendances  at  these  clinics  have  shown  a  slight  increase  this  year  after 
a  steady  decline  in  the  previous  four  years.  Instruction  in  mothercraft  and 
relaxation  is  given.  The  clinic  is  normally  staffed  by  a  doctor,  midwife  and 
clinic  nurse  or  health  visitor. 

Ashton  on  Mersey  Maternity  Hospital,  where  more  than  50fi>  of  Sale  mothers 
have  their  babies,  continues  to  rim  its  own  ante-natal  and  relaxation  classes.

(b)  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

These  clinics  show  good  attendance  figures.  The  Sale  Moor  Clinic  in 
Conway  Road  which  has  ha,d  almost  a  full  years  work  is  the  only  one  to  show  an 
all  round  increase,  and  activity  in  the  clinic  is  increasing  steadily.  Health 
visitors  continue  to  do  valuable  work  in  screening  for  phenylketonuria  shortly 
after  birth,  and  hearing  defects  at  8  -  9  months.  No  cases  of  phenylketonuria 
were  found  in  this  division  during  the  year. 

The  figures  for  new  cases  and  babies  up  to  1  year  have  again  shown  a  small 
decrease  but  toddlers  clinics  have  shown  another  rise  this  year.  This  is  a 
welcome  sign  and  is  to  be  encouraged  for  far  too  many  children  are  found  to 
have  physical  defects  on  school  entry. 

It  can  be  seen  that  the  expected  rise  in  attendance  figures  at  Heatley 
did  not  occur  but  with  the  increasing  development  in  that  area  figures  should 
show  an  increase  in  the  years  1967,  68  and  69. 

All  the  clinics  have  had  health  education  displays  during  the  year  on 
various  aspects  of  child  care  and  home  safety  has  figured  prominently.

(c)  Specialist  Clinics 

Weekly  eye  clinics  are  held  at  Chapel  Road  and  Lynra  clinics.  Pre-school 
children  can  be  seen  at  these  clinics  and  treatment  started  early. 

All  the  clinics  in  Sale  have  modern  well-equipped  dental  suites  and  an 
orthodontist  attends  twice  weekly  at  Meadway*  There  is  only  one  dental  surgery 
in  Lymm  at  Eagle  Brow  Clinic.  This  surgery  is  not  such  a  high  standard  as  those 
in  Sale  but  it  continues  to  do  valuable  work.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  clinic 
proposed  for  Lymm  will  not  be  long  delayed  and  that  the  dental  facilities  will 
then  be  improved.  Dental  caries  is  still  a  serious  problem  in  young  children 
but  again  in  1966  no  progress  was  made  tow  rds  the  addition  of  fluorides  to 
the  water  supply.  This  measure  which  has  shown  to  be  of  benefit  all  over  the 
world  in  arresting  dental  decay  is  safe  and  cheap  and  could  prevent  a  great 
deal  of  misery  from  toothache,  especially  in  children.

(d)  Sale  of  Welfare  Foods 

Ministry  Welfare  Foods  and  a  limited  range  of  proprietary  foods  are  sold 
at  all  the  clinics.  Voluntary  workers  sell  the  foods  at  Chapel  Road,  S:.le  Moor 
and  Lymm  and  divisional  staff  sell  the  foods  at  Headway  and  Bodmin  Road  clinics. 


Welfare  Foods  are  sold  at  the  Divisional  Health  Department  in  Sale  and  at 
Lymm  Council  Offices  by  arrangement  with  Lymm  Urban  District  Council.  All 
foods  and  preparations  have  shown  a  drop  in  sales  with  the  exception  of  orange 
juice  which  has  again  increased.

DAT  NURSERY 


Another  year  has  passed  without  the  much  needed  improvements  being  made 
to  this  nursery  and  during  the  winter  months  the  temperature  in  the  rooms  was 
far  too  low  in  the  mornings.  The  improvements  are  in  the  estimates  for  the 
year  1967  -  68  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  done  before  the  onset  of  the 
colder  weather.  One  of  the  two  student  nursery  nurses  successfully  completed 
her  course  and  another  student  took  her  place.  The  staff  of  the  nursery  and 
the  matron  in  particular  have  worked  hard  to  provide  a  high  standard  of  care 
in  poor  premises. 

Attendance  figures  have  again  increased  and  I  can  see  no  lessening  of 
demand  for  this  valuable  service  in  the  future  in  this  area.  A  new  nursery 
planned  to  be  built  in  the  early  part  of  the  next  decade  will  heed  to  be 
larger  than  the  present  one  and  if  possible  situated  in  the  same  area*

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

The  figures  for  this  year  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Early 
hospital  discharges  are  largely  responsible  for  this;  the  number  of  cases 
delivered  at  home  has  decreased  in  Sale  and  remained  the  same  in  Lymm0  In  years 
to  come  I  foresee  an  increase  in  the  number  of  early  hospital  discharges  for 
this  measure  (born  in  an  emergency  in  Bradford)  is  now  an  established  practice 
throughout  the  country.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  table  given  below  that  there  has  been  yet  another 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  attended  and  the  total  number  of  visits  made 
in  Sale  and  an  increase  in  the  cases  attended  in  Lymm.  The  work  of  the  home 
nurse  is  largely  with  elderly  persons  and  much  of  this  work  could  be  done  by 
a  person  with  less  skill  ana  qualifications;  if  the  district  nurs®  is  to  be 
useoL  properly  then  thought  must  be  given  to  the  employment  of  persons  with 
lesser  qualifications  to  carry  out  such  duties  as  bathing  of  elderly  people* 
Communications  between  the  general  practitioners  and  the  district  nurses  have 
been  good  this  year,  the  divisional  office  acting  as  a  sorting  department  for 
messages .

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VACCINATION  AMD  IMMUNISATION 

The  programme  of  vaccinal ion.  and  immunisation  for  children  in 
Cheshire  changed  in  1966  so  that  children  at  3,  4  and  5  months  of  age 
receive  triple  antigen  (diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus)  at  the 
same  time  as  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second 
year  of  life  smallpox  vaccine  is  given  ana  booster  doses  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  with  poliomyelitis  is  given  towards  the  end  of 
the  second  year,  before  entry  to  school  and  at  the  age  of  10.  Clinics 
were  held  during  the  summer  months  in  the  evenings  at  Sale  and  Lymm  to 
give  adults  the  opportunity  to  receive  poliomyelitis  vaccine  but  these 
clinics  were  very  poorly  attended  and  no  plans  were  made  to  hold  similar 
clinics  in  1967.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  adult  members  of  the 
population  are  only  prepared  to  seek  protection  against  poliomyelitis 
when  an  epidemic  (particularly  if  close  at  hand)  receives  widespread 
publicity  in  the  press  and/or  television. 

At  the  beginning  of  1967  a  survey  on  the  immunisa-tion  state  of 
children  born  in  1965  was  carried  out  and  it  was  found  that  aO°/o  of  the 
children  were  fully  protected  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  and  that  50fo  had  been  vaccinated  against 
smallpox.  These  are  very  good  figures  but  only  to  be  expected  in  such 
residential  areas  as  Sale  and  Lymm  and  the  staff  of  the  health  department 
should  continue  to  press  for  an  even  higher  state  of  immunisation  among 
the  children.  I  was  pleased  to  note  in  these  figures  that  over  50^  of 
the  children  protected  had  been  vaccinated  and  immunised  by  their  own 
general  practitioner  which  I  feel  is  an  indication  of  the  high  standard 
of  medicine  practiced  by  the  general  practitioners  in  Sale  and  Lymm.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  f  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  has  again  decreased 
this  year  and  I  am  pleased  to  see  that  30  names  have  been  removed  from  the 
tuberculosis  register.  This  is  due  either  to  them  moving  out  of  the  district 
or  being  considered  as  cured.  Tuberculosis  is  now  no  longer  the  killer  that 
it  used  to  be  nor  are  patients  laid  up  in  Sanatoria  for  long  periods  and  I 
feel  the  time  is  coming  when  we  shall  have  to  take  a  new  look  at  methods  for 
the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  in  this  country.  The  ages  of  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  9,  18,  27,  27,  33,  39,  39,  46,  53,  71  and  it  can  be  seen 
that  over  half  were  over  the  age  of  30  when  they  contracted  the  disease,  I 
must  once  again  draw  attention  to  the  well  known  fact  that  tuberculosis  is 
now  a  greater  hazard  in  middle  age  than  in  the  first  two  or  three  decades 
of  life.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  -  SCHOOLCHILDREN 


This  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  all  children  in  this 
division  in  their  first  year  of  secondary  school  life.  Those  children  who 
show  a  positive  result  to  the  test  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  x-ray 
and  supervision  if  required.  During  the  year  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
participated  in  a  trial  using  different  methods  of  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis.  One  method  which  proved  to  be  rapid  and  effective  was 
vaccination  by  an  intra  jet.  The  intra  jet  is  an  instrument  wla  ch  uses 
compressed  air  to  blow  the  required  dose  into  the  skin,  thus  requiring  no 
needles  and  giving  complete  freedom  from  pain.  This  method  was  found  to  be 
most  acceptable  by  the  children  and  became  extremely  popular  in  the  schools.

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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


In  April  this  year  ve  started  cervical  cytology  clinics  in  Sale,  The 
clinics  were  organised  on  an  appointment  system  and  15  volunteers  were  seen 
at  each  clinic  by  a  woman  doctor.  It  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  presented 
below  that  many  minor  abnormalities  were  discovered  which  require  treatment 
but  the  number  of  positive  results  for  pre  carcinoma  of  cervix  was  found  to 
be  nil.  The  reason  for  this  is  women  who  came  for  the  examination  were  mainly 
from  the  classes  where  cancer  of  cervix  is  rarely  found.  Later  in  the  year 
the  demand  for  the  service  was  such  that  extra  sessions  were  started  at 
Bodmin  Road  Clinic  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  clinics  to  start  in 
Lymm  early  In  1967*

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE

do  more  than  is  required  of  them  to  help  the  recipients  of  the  service  to  be 
more  comfortable. 


The  greatest  demand  for  this  service  comes  from  the  elderly,  many  of  whom 
cannot  manage  to  live  a  completely  independent  life.  The  assistance  given  helps 
to  reduce  the  demand  for  ho suit al  or  institutional  accommodation.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


In  the  report  of  the  County  Ledical  Officer  for  1965  a  mention  was  made 
of  the  possibility  of  siting  an  ambulance  station  in  Sale  because  of  the 
increasing  volume  of  traffic  passing  through  the  borough.  This  would  be  a 
welcome  addition  to  the  county  services  in  the  area  end  is  something  which 
the  divisional  health  committee  has  pressed  for  in  the  past  few  years, 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


This  subject  plays  a  vital  part  in  the  health  services  provided  by  the 
local  health  authority  and  the  health  visitor  plays  a  key  role.  The  amount 
of  health  education  carried  out  cannot  be  measured  by  the  number  of  posters 
on  display  for  education  is  done  mainly  by  talking  to  individuals  and  small 
groups  in  the  home  and  the  clinics;  nevertheless  the  health  visitors  have 
made  some  interesting  and  eye  catching  displays  in  the  clinics.  The  staff 
in  the  division  have  also  given  talks  to  various  groups  and  organisations 
in  the  borough,  explaining  the  work  done  and  talking  on  various  health  matters 
from  fluoridation  of water  sup  lies  to  diets  for  the  elderly, 

HANDICAPPED  PERSONS 

a)  Holidays  -  The  local  authority  again  contributed  to  the  cost  of  holidays 
for  handicapped  people,  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  go  away. 

One  mother  and  her  four  children  were  sent  to  Brentwood  in  Marple  where 
she  was  joined  by  her  husband  for  a  period.  This  home  is  used  to  instruct 
wornor.  in  housecraft  and  a  stay  in  this  hostel  can  sometimes  bring  about  a 
dramatic  change  in  the  home  and  family.  The  cost  of  maintaining  a  family  at 
Brentwood  is  expensive  and  families  should  be  carefully  selected  and  close 
supervision  given  on  their  return  home  to  i^rcvent  a  relapse  to  old  ways  of 
hous  e  management , 

b)  Car  badges  —  There  were  7  new  issues  and  14  re-issues  this  year, 

c)  Adaptations  to  premises  —  This  is  a  valuable  service  to  the  handicapped 
enabling  them  to  live  at  home  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience.  Three  persons 
during  the  year  received  financial  help  towards  the  cost  of  alterations  to 
their  home.  Aids  for  the  physically  handicapped  increase  in  number  each  year, 
many  of  them  designed  by  the  handicapped  themselves. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  following  account  of  the  County  Mental  Health  Services  within  the 
Sale,  Altrincham  and  Knutsford  Area  is  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

The  Local  Authority  Mental  Health  Service  is  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Health  Committee  through  its  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee , 

Mental  Welfare  Officers,  who  are  the  field  workers  in  this  service,  cover 
the  area,  each  under  the  direction  of  an  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  These 
officers  arrange  admission,  when  necessary,  to  specialised  hospitals  for  the 
mentally  disordered,  and  follow  uo  such  patients  after  their  discharge  from 
hospital  and  help  them  to  adjust  themselves  on  their  return  to  home  and 
employment.  They  si so  afford  friendly  supervision  to  sub-normal  patients  in  the 
community  and  to  their  families.  The  establishment  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
for  this  area  now  stands  at  1  Area  Mental  ‘Welfare  Officer  (male)  and  4  male 
and  2  female  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  giving  a  ratio  of  one  officer  per 
twenty  thousand  of  the  population  of  the  area  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

Many  sub-normal  persons who  arc  not  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  live 
at  home  and  attend  one  of  theCounty  Council's  Training  Centres.  These  are  of 
two  types  s- 

(a)  Junior  Training  Centres  for  persons  from  5-16  years  of  age. 

(h)  Adult  Training  Centres  for  persons  from  16  years  awards. 

*  Junior  Training  Centre,  situate  in  Navigation  Road,  Altrincham  has 
boor,  open  since  1954  and  caters  for  approximately  48  children  at  the  present 

time  e 

The  Adult  Training  Centre,  situate  in  Albert  Place,  Altrincham,  was 
opened. in  September,  1964,  and  at  present  caters  for  61  sub-normal  and 
psychiatrically  ill  adults. 

The  County  Welfare  Committee  (as  agent  for  the  County  Health  Committee) 
has  an  extensive  programme  of  hostel  accommodation  planned,  for  mentally  ill  and 
mentally  sub-normal  persons  whom  it  is  difficult  to  care  for  at  home  and  for 
whom  hospital  accommodation  is  not  necessary.  This  programme  also  includes 
the  provision  of  wings  in  County  Welfare  Homes  for  the  elderly  mentally  infirm 
who  require  a  certain  amount  of  supervision  w  ich  may  not  be  available  to  them 
in  their  own  homes.

1  male  and  19  female  patients  were  referred  to  Out  Patient  Clinics  for  treatment 
during  the  year,  thus  obviating  the  need  for  their  admission  to  hospital, 

4  male  and  5  female  cases  were  referred  to  the  County  Welfare  Department  for 
admission  to  residential  accommodation  or  admitted  directly  to  Part  III 
Ac  c  ommod  at i o  n . 

In  the  case  of  44  male  and  100  female  cases  information  was  laid  to  the 
Department  but  after  investigation  of  the  circumstances  no  further  action  was 
taken  under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  although  in  the  majority  of  cases  supportive 
care  or  referral  to  other  Agencies  was  undertaken. 

1  male  and  1  female  patient  was  admitted  to  a  General  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Domiciliary  visits  by  Consultant  Psychiatrists  were  arranged  in  the  case  of  3  male 
and  7  female  cases. 

10  male  and  8  female  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  or  other  accommodation  for 
short  term  care. 

In  the  cases  of  13  male  and  25  female  cases  enquiries  were  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  for  the  area. 

Pre-care  was  undertaken  in  the  case  of  6  male  and  11  female  patients,  in  an  effort 
to  avoid  their  admission  to  hospital. 

1  male  patient  died  before  it  was  possible  to  take  any  action  following 
notification  of  the  case,, 

1  male  patient  was  referred  to  Alcoholics  Anonymous  for  supportive  care. 

1  male  child  was  referred  to  the  Children’s  Department  for  their  support. 

3  female  cases  were  admitted  to  the  EMI  Wings  of  County  Welfare  Accommodation. 
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After  Care 

After  care  of  patients  discharged  from  Hospitals  has  been  carried  out 
throughout  the  year  and  1436  viats  were  made  to  their  homes. 

Clinic  Sessions/Case  Conferences 

The  officers  of  the  Department  have  attended  Clinical  Sessions  and  Case 
Conferences,  held  by  the  local  ^rea  Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  by  the  Hospital 
which  this  area  serves,  and  the  number  of  such  attendances  made  in  each  case  were 
385  and  84  respectively. 

Conveyance  of  -  atients 

133  patients  were  conveyed  to  Psychiatric  Out  Patient  Clinics  for  interview 
or  treatment  during  the  year. 

Co-operation  with  Doctors 

In  230  cases  general  practitioners  and  consultant  psychiatrists  were 
accompanied  by  a  Mental  /elf are  Officer  in  examination  of  patients.  362  social 
and  case  histories  were  obtained  by  the  Department  for  the  use  of  consultants  etc. 

Home  Visits 

149  visits  were  made  to  patient's  homes  whilst  they  were  still  in  hospital. 
1587  visits  were  made  to  investigate  miscellaneous  matters  concerning  various 
patientp. 

Domiciliary  supervision 

Domiciliary  supervision  of  sub-normal  and  severely  sub-n-  -oal  patients  in 
the  community  have  been  carried  out  and  in  this  respect  857  visits  were  made. 

88  visits  were  made  to  patients  wnilst  in  hospital. 

132  consultations  with  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  were  made  for  the  benefit 
of  patients. 

63  consultations  with  other  Agencies  (i„e„.Min.  of  Lab v  Probation  Service, 
Children's  dept.  Welfare  dept,  etc.)  were  made. 

Visits  to  Training  Centres 

106  visits  were  made  to  the  Training  Centres  in  order  to  liase  with  the
